penaity is attached, a large number of 
people come dribbling along after the 
actual last day has passed by, though 
at the present showing there is no rea- 
son to think that the delinquent list 
will be any larger than last year. 

So far there has been received $2,- 
609,693.08 for taxes, and to this has to 
be added a sum of about $150,000 in 
checks, which have not yet been ap- 
plied. Last year, the total amount re- 
ceived up to the time of delinquency 
Was 469,89 08. 

To delngquents, the 5 per cent. penalty 
holds good until about the middle of 
May, when the advertising lists are 
made out. Then 60 cents is added to 
every piece of property for cost of ad- 
vertising. If this doesn't bring in the 
shortages, the property is sold to the 
State about July 1 for the delinquent 
taxes and costs. After that the owners 
have the right to redeem by paying a 
crued taxes and costs, but at the en! 
of a five years’ term a deed is made 
to the State for the property. 

If the real estate is in any way v«)- 


during the month closed aggregated a 
somewhat smaller sum than during the 
preceding month; but the proportionate 
return per day showed again to the ad- 
vantage of the county. The fees re- 
celved amounted to $15,728.15, as com- 
pared with $17,070.13 during March. In 
April the folios copied were 94,995.

1. Los Angeles is more than 
400 miles away from the scene of 
the disturbance which has Mid 
San Francisco in ruims, partly by 
earthquake shock, but chiefly by 
fire. Only a slight tremor was felt 
in Los Angeles. 
2. In all the history of Snuth- 
ern California, extending back to 
the days of the Franciscan Fath- 
ers, about a century and 4 half, 
there has not been « serious earth- 
quake in this region. 

3. Les Angeles and the coun- 
try around about, within a radius 
of one hundred miles, while it has 
experienced some slight tem- 
lors,“ has never had, within 


4. In the entire history of Cal- 
ifornia, (and that of the whole Pa- 
ide Coast,) down to the day of 
the San Francisco catastrophe, less 
injury to property and less floss 
of life has been inflicted by earth- 
quake than has often been caused 
by a single tornado in one. of the 
Eastern States. And most of the 
damage in Francisco was 
caused by fire) as noted above. 
5. A disaster similar to that of 
San Francisco may never occur 
again in any part of the United 
States. It is as liable to occur in 
Boston, or New York, or Philadel-

Terribie as was the scourge of fire 
that fell upon Baltimore, it was in 
reality a blessing in disguise. The 
loss by fire was less than half covered 
by insurance, but the former city, 
which Was somewhat “fogy” and out 
of date, has been replaced by a down- 
to-date city of grander proportions, of 
greater stability, of doubled value. 
First the city was placed under mili- 
tary authority. Then the Governor 
proclaimed a three-weeks’ legal holi- 
day, which gave a little pause for the 
sober second thought. The Mayor ap- 
pointed a Fire Emergency Committee, 
comprised of forty-six of the city’s 
representative citizens. Out of this 
committee was evolved the “Burnt 
District Commission,” consisting of 
five members, including the Mayor. 
To this commission were given ple- 
nary powers in widening, straightening 
and extending streets, altering grades, 
improving docks and wharves, the 
condemnation and acquirement of 
property needed for these purposes. 
ete. The concentration of power to 
do business in the hands of five men 
did away with much of the red tape 
which it ts usually necessary to 
unwind in municipal improvements. 
The result was that streets were wid- 
ened as required, docks and wharves 
were enlarged, and ail the necessary 
stepg for the creation of a new and 
greater Baltimore were carried for- 
ward successfully, without friction 
and with expedition. The municipal- 
ity had on hand $4,600,000, and it was 
authorized by the State Legislature to 
issue bonds for $6,000,000 additional 
to meet the required improvements. 
Thig gave an available fund of over 
$10,000,000 with which to carry for- 
ward the work of building a new city 
upon the foundations of the one de- 
stroyed. That this fund has been 
wisely expended is attegted by the 
great superiority of the new city over 
the old, and by the fact that the vast 
improvements have been so judiciously 
financed that they have not cost the 
taxpayers a penny of additional 
taxes. 

San Francisco stands today in much 
the same relative position as Balti- 
more stood on February . 1904. Its 
past is of the past. Its future will be 
largely of ite own choosing. Fire and 
earthquake have done their worst, and 
have left the feld clear for the up- 
building of a new and better San 
Francisco.
